Rumours have been rpry rife in Shanghai during 
the pat week, resulting in the suspension of the regular 
curriculum of several schools, to sa; nothing of the heavy 
losses sustained by the residents wiile evacuating. In view 
of the fact that the spreadins of rumours has ha@ such a 
serious effect upon the local conditions, the rumour monger 8, 
even if they have spread unfounded reports unintentionally, 
should not be allowed to evade punishment for the offence 
of circulating fabricated reports endangering the peace and 
order of the community. The authorities should adopt rigid 
measures to deal with those persons who are Babricating 
rumours. 

The Shangha! City Government has during the 
Past two days made every effort to curb the spreading of 
rumourse This can be proved by the action alopted by the 
Bureau of Public Safety in preventing shops from ceasing 
operations, and residents from evacuating, and by the 
Bureau of Yducation fn prohibiting schools from suspending 
their regular furrioulum. All these are effective measures 
in preventing the circulation of unfounded newse The action 
adopted by the local Japanese Party in withdrawing their 
marines from duty along the Extra Settlement roads constitutes 
another help to calm down the public anxiety. As a result, 
since November 16 public excitement has gradually diminished. 

In our opinion, the suthorities of the foreign 
Settlements of Shanghai should co-oparate closely and 
thoroughly with the Shanghai City Government especially 
at the time when the rumours begin to die aWaye The most 
effective way to prevent t:nitorous slements from sprerding 
rumours is to adopt co-oy<..1tive mensuress while the prohibi- 
tion of evacuation of residsats should aleo be carried out 
simaltaneously and respectively.

CHINA'S ATTITUDE TOWARDS JAPAN WILL RE STI FEFENED--- 
AUTHORS OF THE ATTEMPT ON WANG CHING WRI ARE HIS 
FORMER PARTISANS 


(From our special correspondent) 
Nanking, November 14, 


China has arrived at the turning point 
in her history. Reunification appears to be at the 
point of realization, after four years of preaching. 
The presence at the 5th National Congress of the principal 
leaders of the Opposition would seem to indicate that 
Chiang Kai Shek has already accepted in theory the 
principles of Hu Han Min regarding the foreign and 
domestic policy of China. Hu Han Min is embarking for 
China on the 15th at Marseille or Geno We. 


For the first time in four years, that 
is to say, since the commencement of the Sino-Japanese 
conflict, the Press of Chiang Kai Shek is openly 
criticising the foreign policy of the Central Government, 
calling it a policy of indecision and declaring it to be 
the principal cause of the uneasiness, the nervousness 
and discontent among the people. 

For the first time also, the “Shanghai 
Morning Post", the organ of Ohiaeng Kai Shek, has openly 
discussed the question or wer or peace with Japan in an 
editorial this moming entitled "Peace or War", 

After condemming the wavering policy of 
the Central Government towards Japan, the paper declares 
that China has only two courses open to hers war or 
peace with Japan. A wer would be horrible, but the 
sufferings which Chine would heve to endure as e result 
of a humiliating peace ad foreign domination would be 
worse than all the horrors of a ecnguinary wer. 

The tcne of this editorial is very 
signifioant and great sapyrtence is being attached to it. 

In th: course of conversation with a 
Chinese politician, the !.:tter declored, "The Chinese 
people desire to be sitceccly at peace with Japan, but 
their patience is exhausted. Certainay we shell not 
refuse genuine and sincere colleboration with Jepan, but 
this collnborotion, og we have not ceased to reiterate, 
must be beged on complete equality. The Chinese people 
will never pardon the Government should it accept any 
humiliating demands,"

THO SINO-JAPANESE TENSION 
(Editorial) 


During the past few days, Hongkew end Chapei 
have been thrown into e state of greet excitement. Lsrge 
numbers of Chinese fomilies have removed from these 
areas where, in 1932, scnguinary fighting had taken place. 

It is certain th-t their feerrs ore exaggerated: 
and there is no recson to expect another war at the gates 
of Shonghai. The present cxodus is being caused by the 
reappearance of cert2in unploas ont signs which have 
terrified the inhobitants of Chepei and Hongkew and 
the dissemination of false reports by unlmow pcople 
which have eslarmed a naturally credulous population. 

On the other hand, inoidents have oocurred 
which,in themselvas, arc of no grave import but which 
have caused great une? s’n2s3 coming ae thay do at a 
time when the relations between China and Japan have 
once become strcoined, 

We do not soy thet there is « rolation of 
cause and offect between the most important of those 
incidents end the Sino-Japenese dbsoord which has orisen 
over the recent finoncial measures adopted by the Nanking 
Government and the politioel changes thet are looming in 
China. The author of the shooting in Darroch Road hes not 
yot beon discovered and nobody knows enything of the 
motive of the crime. In ordinary times, little attantion 
would have been givon to tho affair, but to-day it hes 
provoked intervention by the Joponese Naval Authorities 
as well es by the Jep2nese Embassy and Consulate-General 
while great diacontent has beon croused among the Jepsnese 
comunity in Shanghai. 
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Nomally, the smashing of the windows of 
a Japanese shop on Nanking Road would have passed unno tifed, 
but coming, as it has, after the first incident, the 
affair has given rise to bitter discussions between the 
Settlement authorities and the Japanese, with the latter 
declaring that tne Fulive are not eccording sufficient 
protection to them. It igs also reported that Japanese 
children have been assaulted by Chinese. &tupidity can 
be their only excuse, nevertheless such acts are deplorable 
and will only accentuate the present situation, 

4s for the change in the relations between 
China and Japan, it has been noticeable since the first 
few days of the present month. ‘tne attempted assassination 
of Weng Ching Wei has given rise to much uneasiness to 
Tokyo and it was asked whether even the temporary elimina~ 
tion of Wang Ching Wet would permit the Opponents of Sino- 
Japanese understanding to gain the upper hand. Inspired 
by the authorities, the Press published wernings to China 
in order to make her understand that Japan would not 
modify her views and would energetically follow the 
policy fixed since the Tangku Armistice. 

The ccame the Chinese monetary reform which 
has inoreased ‘ Jepan'g bad humour. There wes great 
indignation in o1rficial Japanese circles. 

Now, according to news from Noenking, 

China, after the 5th Nstional Congress, will show herself 
less docile towards Japen, If she does not openly adopt

reconciliation between Nanking and Canton, At Nenking,

It is not at all certain whether a

Since the occurrence of the murder of a 
Japenese marine in Hongkew, Japanese newspapers have 
criticized the Chinese Authorities at will and hare also 
disseminated propaganda to tne eliect tnat we Japmicoc 
Landing Party Authorities have already passed a final 
decision. Civilians in the vicinity of Chapei have 
become alarmed and m@ny rumours have begun to circulate. 

It seems that a second January 28 Incident will soon take 
place. 4s a conssquence, the evacuation of residents 
from Chapei is increasing daily, notwithstanding the 
refutation cf the rumours by the Shanghai City Government. 

Although residents in Chapei became alarmed 
at the occurrence of the murder of the Japanese marine, 
yet there were many unfounded rumours that had been in 

circulation previouslye The Nanking Road case also, 
wherein a Japanese firm was attacked, caused Chapei 
residents, who had learned a lesson during the January 28 
Incident, tc become panic stricken. 

Rumours relating to the question of China 
and Japan have been in circulation during the past several 
years, but they increased after the outbreak of the 
Italo-Abyssinian nostilities. Someone said that Great 
Britain was not in a position to bother ebout affairs 
in the Far East and that Japan could do what she liked. 

The report that Japan had submitted 13 demsnds to China 

wag then circulated, this being followed loter by another 
rumour that Japan had presented 8 demands to China, 

The people think thot Japan is aiming ot demands similor 
to the "21 dem@nds"* to Ching, and fear that e critical 5 
stege is forthcoming.

Therefors, whenever any rumour starte regerding any
